SICKKXISG STORIES FROM |TBE SOUDAX. 


The terrible condition ol the British 


soldiers at Suaklm and tbe Italian troops 
at Massowah is such as to awaken pop- 
ular sympathy In their behalf and necessi- 
tate official action for their relief. The 
ravages ol fever at both places continue 
unabated, and death is thinning their 
ranks to such an extent that soon few 
effective English soldiers will be left at 
Suaklm, and tbe Italian garrison atMas- 
sowah will be disabled. 
The odclal re- 


ports, which are guarded in their state- 
ments, show the coudltion of affairs to 
be bad enough, but private advices reveal 
the fact that nearly all the soldiers in the 
Soudan are sick or dying. Bad food-aud 
water, tocether with the dcc'iylngcorpses 
in the vicinity of Suakim, are having 
their fatal effects on tbe British troops, 
many of whom are sick, in the hospitals 
with typhoid fever. 


The condition of the Italian garrison 


at Massowah Is even worse. 
The heat Is 


so Intense, averaging 125 degrees in tiie 
shade in the daytime, as to be unbear- 
able, and the swarms of Insects that in- 
fest the place at night render both rest 
aud sleep impossible. It is asserted that 
fully seventy-live per cent, of the garri- 
son are unable to respond to roll-call, and 
that of the few who arc not in the 
hospital one-half are not lit for duty. 
ivfany deaths occur dally, .and only about 
ten per cent, of tho garrison can bo 
counted on for .service. 


It now appears that the recent tragic 


death of the Italian commander, Colonel 
Putti, w(\.s the outcome of his despair at 
the frightful 
suffering 
and mortality 


among his men. When his appeals to 
the Italian Minister of War to recall the. 
ganlson remained unheeded It is asserted.'

Wayne Downing, of the etreet 
oar force, got hold of Aokerman and put 
him in a car abont to leave for the city. 
An attempt was made to get Aokormau 
out, bnt Downing hold the toughs at bay 
at the point of a revolver. Just then the 
car left for the oity, and another oar with 
Reuben Brinok, the chief bustler, aboard, 
pulled on the turn-table. Rube knew 
nothing ot tho disturbance, and when be 
got off and noticed the jostling crowd ho 
admonished the young meu to behave 
themselves. Instantly be was knocked 
down and severely kicked about the body. 
He was partly unconscious and was laid 
out on the grass to recover, the blood 
Mowing from a wound over bis right eye. 
In the melee, which lasted but a few mo 
mente, Ollicor Wagey was struck several 
times acd an unsuccessful effort was 
mado to take bis billy from him. The 
row was then stopped by Mr. Ferguson 
announcing that the whole gang would 
be arrested on Monday. Aokerman on 
reaching the oity gave bail for his appear- 
ance for trial. Supt. Kinney and Mr. 
Ferguson will get out warrants for the 
arrest of about a dozen of the toughs 
and prosecute them on several charges— 
riot, disturbance, and resisting an officer— 
to the fullest extent of the law. An ex- 
ample should be made of the fellows.
